Gentlemen,-In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  6th  of  January,  in 
wh.ch  j-ou  are  good  enough  to  ask  for  my  decision  as  to  the  four  best  songs  out 
of  the  ten  submitted  to  my  judgment,  I  beg  to  append,  in  what  appears  to  be 
the.r  relative  order  of  merit,  a  list  of  those  I  have  selected.  I  think  it.  how- 
ever, right  to  add  tb.t  the  comparative  superiority  of  any  one  of  them  over  the 
others  must  l,e  regarded  a^  very  slight.  I  ^turn  you  herewith  the  entire  set.
